message of the photos. The 70s was a huge period in the 
movement of feminism, in both "alice beheads the king" and 
"hear me" the writing present is scratched and messy. I reallv 



wanted to convey a feel of self -mutilation (desperate words 
being carved into flesh) or graffiti, space is also an issue 
the subject appears to be enclosed in a box in "alice beheads 
the king", alice is peering down at a severed penis, the result 
of an attempted rape, therefore there is no real sense of 
space, the space is small and tight in order to convey that 
this is a very personal moment, something bad has happened and 
all the resulting feelings are too much to let out into the 
world, in "hear me" there is a much wider sense of space, alice 
is out in the open with the trees and the world around her 
she's brushing at the bottom of her skirt as her ladybug spots 
are falling off onto the ground, the words "hear me" are etched 
beside her, almost so you miss them, this photo has space in 
order to reinforce the message that many victims, thought they 
want to be heard, aren't, this message is one that needs to be 
pushed out into the space, into the real world, but somehow 
seems to remain hidden almost where you can't see it. the third 
photo, "alice eats" is even more subtle, there are no words, 
only mystery (what is she doing? why is she there?), and 1 
leave it up to do to draw your own interpretation.
